MEDICAL  RADIO  CONFERENCES:  on  Tuesday,  January  14,  at  12:30  p.m.  KPFA 
is  beginning  a  new  series  of  20  weekly  programs  for  physicians  presented  by  the 
University  of  California  Medical  Center  in  San  Francisco.  As  part  of  the  accelerating 
effort  in  continuing  education  for  the  physician,  the  Medical  Center  is  conducting 
these  two-way  radio  conferences  in  cooperation  with  approximately  40  hospitals  in 
KPFA's  signal  area.  After  presentation  of  a  topic  by  faculty  members  of  the  Center, 
medical  staffs  meeting  in  participating  hospitals  will  join  in  question-answer  sessions 
via  direct  phone  to  the  Center.  This  is  a  relatively  new  technique  in  continuing  medical 
education,  and  the  first  such  experiment  on  the  West  Coast.
